AN I NT ERV IEW WITH MOUNT ST, HELENS"

"Good evening ladies and gentlemen, this is KNOW YOUR WORLD and I 
am your host, Noe Ital. Tonight, through the magic of modern communica¬ 
tions and the hard work of a team of technicians with microphones and 
cameras on location, we take great pleasure in bringing you MOUNT ST. 
HELENS!" 


HOST - "Hello Mount 


St. Helens, can you hear us?" 


GUEST - "Yes, I can hear you very well. Your people here have explained 


what is happening.

HOST - "Yes, the one that was in the news of the world took place on 
May 18, 1980." 

GUEST - "Seems like only yesterday. It is difficult for me to keep track 
of those things. 1 have been erupting and rumbling for about 37,000 years." 
HOST - "I'm not sure how they pinpoint eruption dates but from information 


I have received, a pumice layer that old has been found. They also say the 
cone, as it was before the I 98 O eruption, was formed during the last 500 


years. is this correct?." 

GUEST - "You have been doing your homework Roe. 


You're right. Most of 


the early eruptions didn't cause much excitement but to the few Indians in 
the area, who handed down the stories from generation to generation. It 
has been only since the early 1800 s that accounts of the eruptions have 
been recorded. The first was by a Dr. Gairdner in 1835. He had many opp- 
ortunities to witness eruptions because I had been active from 1831 through 
1857. Once I left J inch of ash at The Dalles, 65 miles away." 

HOST - "Sounds as if you had been preparing for your I 98 O eruption early."

GUEST - "Yes, and it seems to run in cycles. One activity building on 
another until something of consequence happens. Take the I 98 O activity 
for instance; it started on March 20 with a rumble of 4.1 on the Richter 


scale, then on ; the 22 nd, 4.3 and on 


the 23rd, 3.75. By the 25 th earth-

quakes were shaking the area every few minutes. March 27 th was the begin¬ 
ning of the end of a 123 year nap of the dome when a crater opened in the 
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ice near the summit. The evening was filled with additional eruptions 
throwing rock and steam into the sky. The next day a second opened near 
the first. The eruptions continued until they caused the

forming a single crater 1500 feet wide, 2000 feet lopg and 5 00 feet deep 
The dimensions must have been estimated by aerial observers, as l» m sure 
no one was around with a tape measure to do the job. Would you say?" 

HOST - "When all this was happening there were many observers and photo¬ 
graphers around so possibly someone took photos and computed it." 

GUEST - "More than likely. It makes sense anyway. Then on April 3rd I 
started a different type of activity known as a harmonic tremor, 
is a vibration resulting from movement of magma deep in the earth, 
continued spasmodically causing steam and ash eruptions all through April 
and into the first half of May. The tremors caused the North slope to 
bulge. In places at the rate of 4 to 5 feet a day. Finally, at 8:32 A.M

GUEST - "Right. The avalanche released the plug that had been holding the 
pressure in the dome. This caused a tremendous horizontal blast to

North somewhat like removing the cork from a well-shaken bottle of soda. 

Ihe hot gas, ash and rock laid waste an area about 150 square miles. 
Traveling at 200 miles an hour it stripped trees from the hillsides 6 miles

fanning out into a 180 degree arc. Then left a 4 inch thick deposit of 
sandy material on an area of about 25 square miles." 

HOST - "Was this when the huge cloud formed?" 

GUEST - "Yes, the avalanche left a huge crater on the North flank and when 


the throat was cleared, it let loose with what i 


s <mown as a Plinian 
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column that reached into the atmosphere more than 12 miles * The pre- 

vailing wind, to the East-Northeast, blew the cloud on its journey that 
eventually circled the earth." 

HOST - "I had heard that, but how do you know it circled the earth?" 

GUEST - "The cloud took about two weeks to make the journey but was 

detected and followed all the way by scientists. After all, there were 
many tons of material floating in the air." 

HOoT - "Can you tell us, in terms we can understand, about the cloud?" 

GUEoT - "The column produced lightning which started many forest fires. 

It also caused darkness in the middle of the day for distances of over 

12.5 miles East. The farmers in the Great Plains were astounded to see 

ash falling from the sky. It isn't often parts of Washington falls on 
farms in the Dakotas, right?" 

HOST - "R-i-g-h-t. They probably thought the sky was falling. Come to 
think of it, there must have been a huge amount of ash. Know how much?" 

GUEST - "Oh, yes , it was computed almost immediately. During the 9 hours 
of furious activity about 540 million tons of ash fell in an area of more 
than 22,000 square miles. If compacted, this would make a solid rock about 
.05 cubic mile. Doesn't sound like much but it was about 10% as much as 
the material that made up the avalanche. I know it must be difficult to 
imagine how large a rock those figures make so to help, they have estab¬ 
lished Visitors Centers nearby with photos and aids of all kinds. Anyone 
planning a vacation in the Northwest should plan a day at the centers or 

a couple days in the mountain area. The centers have information not only 

about the eruption, but the results and the repairs being made by Man and 
Nature. For more information the Mount St. Helens Volcanic Monument Visit¬ 
ors Center at 3029 Spirit Lake Highway, Castle Rock, WA. 98611 will help. 
HOST - "Thank you for the information. I'm sure many would like to know 

more than we can give them at an interview such as this. What else would 
you like to tell us?" 

GUEST - "A term you may have heard is 'Lahar'. This is Indonesian and 
means the volcanic material that flows down the slopes. it is a mixture 
of volcanic debris and water and looks like wet cement. Another term 
used is 'Pyroclastic'. From the Greek words meaning Broken Fire. Pyro¬ 
clastic flows are composed of hot gases, magma, and old volcanic rock and 
whatever else gets in the way. it moves down the slopes at speeds up to 
100 miles an hour. Depending on the slope. I could go on describing the 

different components of the eruption but I'm sure you have other questions 
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HOST - "Yes, I do. Other than the damage to the flora and fauna of the 
area, what can you tell us about other damage?" 

v I 

GUEST - "I knew you would eventually ask. Certainly there was much dam¬ 
age to other than flora and fauna. I'm sorry to say there were 35 casual¬ 
ties and at least 25 persons still missing. Although most of these were 
warned of the danger they insisted on being in the area. I'm sorry about 

their mishap, but-. They estimate some 2 million birds, animals and 

fish were killed. The Department of Fisheries has begun a program of 
restocking and the larger wildlife has begun to infiltrate the destroyed 
area. So have many of the smaller animals, insects and birds. Given a 
few more years there should be a return to the previous beauty. The mud¬ 
flows and flooding destroyed or damaged approximately 300 homes. Logging- 
operations took a beating. Huge trucks and equipment were tossed around 
like toys. Recreation area were devastated, roads disappeared and bridges 
destroyed. However, man and nature are making changes to the better. Dams 
have been built, and more are in the works. A method of lowering Spirit 
Lake has been developed and much of the mud and ash flow has been removed 
from the rivers downstream into and including the Columbia. Now they are 
permitting mountain climbing again and there ax-e exciting trails and natu¬ 
ral formations to visit. Like Ape Cave and many viewing areas. Oh, by the 
way, if you are planning a visit, you are advised not to remove rocks or 
plants. That's a no=no." 

HOST - "Thanks for reminding us. This is now a National Volcanic Monument 
and is to be treated kindly. Any last words Mount St. Helens?" 

GUEST - "Before you go, I would like to mention one obvious sight of inter¬ 
est. The dome building going on in the crater. The avalanche and the large 
eruption scoured the area around the crater and subsequent smaller activity 
brought lava to the surface which, being thick and pasty, quickly congealed, 
building what is now a dome 835 feet high and 3300 feet in diameter. At that 
rate it will be 200 years before the dome reaches the height it was before 
the eruption. Although I have been quiet for some time now, I'm not sure 
when the next eruption will be, nor do I know how big it will be, or even 
if there will be one. I will say this; all activity is monitored and if 
anything looks potentially dangerous everyone will be notified. You are 
invited to visit me, view me, climb me and admire me, but-—respect me!"

There were some Columbian Exposition Medals, which I collect, and a couple of 
elongateds of 1893. I bought one as a companion piece to a medal 
rolled on a cent of 1889. 

That was my first elongate, and it was purchased, as I might say, with 
my left hand. 

In the next couple months I bought a few more squashed coins commemorating 
fairs and expositions to expand and enrich the interest in the medals I had. 

Then I saw an article in"Coin World" about TEC, and I learned it means "The 
Elongated Collector" the phrase conjured visions of stretched-out numismatists, 
relaxed, perhaps slenderized. 

This had a refreshing aura about it. Collectors of US Federal coinage 
hardly furnish an image of relaxation. It is rather one of torment, grading 
confusion, and high prices, even bankruptcy. Having seen the ad I instantly 
fired off $5.00 to Ray Dillard for a membership. I sent a money order, as I 
sensed that he did not want filthy US currency cluttering up his home.

Recently, while putting the finishing touches to Chapter 14 of my book 
the THE ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE MODERN' ELONGATED," I ran, across an 8 X 
10 enveloupe buried in a cabinet drawer under 20 pounds of elongated re¬ 
searched materials copies of hundreds of letters with data and information 
sent to me during the early years of tabulation and compiling reference mat-

On the upper left corner of the large brown enveloupe was printed VET¬ 
ERANS ADMINISTRATION. In the usual place, it was addressed to me. Quickly, 
with curiosity getting the best of me, I pulled out some papers, which I had 
completely forgotten about; inasmuch as they were sent to me in 1980!! Among 
the papers was a letter by George Alexander. The papers included a cancelled 
First Day of Issue stamp within a printed program marking the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the establishment of the Veterans Administration. 




President Hoover, on July 21, 1930, signed an Executive Order creating 

the Veterans Administration. The order consolidated the Veterans Bureau, the 
National Home for the Disabled Volunteer Soldiers and the Bureau of Pensions. 

From the beginning, the VA grew to the current (in 1980) level of 176 hospi¬ 
tals, 58 regional offices and other satelite facilities. 


Because the material sent to me by George was associated with elongated 
coins, I began to search through the manuscript of my book to see if I had 
made an entry to the facts given me. Within a very few minutes, through the 
coded system in my computerized index, I found the information was thorough¬ 
ly documented and acknowledged in Appendix A under footnote A-1561. 


Having glanced over a 1978 membership list, I 
name listed as TEC #739. In his personal letter to 
had acquired several of my elongateds and praised 
Of course I can't say .what those kind words did - for 
I was delighted to know he enjoyed them.

realized that George had selected one of my elongateds along with nine from 
other producers, of which I will explain in a moment. 

I dont know all of the details, but somehow George and a friend collector 
assembled a Type Set of United States coins and the 10 elongateds to be in¬ 
cluded in The VA’s 50th anniversary Time Capsule (see details in the accom¬ 
panied "NEWS RELEASE"). The capsule was stored in the National Archives 
of the United States in Washington, and will not be opened until the year 
2030, celebrating the 100 anniversary of the Veterans Administration. - Of the 
list of elongateds from those designed and rolled by me, the "PEACE" speci¬ 
men was chosen. George in his letter commented, "... and I selected this one 
for inclusion because we, all pray for peace." 

Among the papers, I had a copy of the informal hand written note I wrote 
in answer to George dated August 15, 1980. It was a meager short thank you 
with a promise to write back to him at a later time: The moment never came! 

However, if George is still with us in collecting elongateds, I hope this art¬ 
icle will express my sincere gratitude for the privilege of having one of my 
elongateds as part of past history in the VA. - I'm not aware if George ever 
notified any of the others whose pieces were selected for the capsule. I have

not noticed or recall anything written in TEC NEWS about this wonderful and 
important gesture. If not, the names of the producers are listed in the news 
release. And.., to George my thanks again, and in behalf of the others an 
additional thank you.
